Died Last Night. 
London, Nov. 22.— Em peror Francis 
Joseph died last night at 9 o’clock at 
Schoenbrunn castle, according 
to 
a 
Reuter dispatch from Vienna by way 
of Amsterdam. 
The first intimation received here 
that Em peror Francis Joseph's health 
was again the subject of solicitation 
was contained in a 
dispatch, 
dated 
November 12, emanating from Vienna 
news agency, which reported that the 
emperor had been suffering for some 
days from a slight catarrhal affection. 
Subsequent 
reports 
from 
various 
sources, more or less conflicting, rep­ 
resented that his condition was becom­ 
ing worse, but none of them indicated 
that his illness threatened to reach a ! 
critical state, and from Vienna ca m e 
assurances that he was still able to 
give audiences to one or more minis­ 
ters daily. 
W hat gave some credence to the 
suspicion that his condition was much 
graver than the official bulletins in­ 
dicated was the report, 
which 
still 
lacks confirmation, that “ it had been 
decided to associate the heir to the 
throne, Archduke Charles Francis, in 
the government of the country, and 
that he was to assume the position on 
December 2 on the sixty-eighth anni­ 
versary of the emperor’s ascension to 
the throne.” 
So far as is known here, Archduke 
Charles is still at the front in com­ 
mand of the army.

St. Joseph, Mo., Nov. 22.— Testimony 
tending to show that Prosecutor Oscar 
D. M cDaniel*was at his home before 
l l o’clock the night his wife was mur­ 
dered was presented today by John 
C. McAdams, a hardware buyer. 
The 
winless, answering questions by At- 
i torney General John T. Barker, de­ 
clared he saw M cDaniel’s motor car in 
front of the home at IU:45 o’clock that 
night. 
The accused man’s story was that he 
returned home at l l o’clock that night 
and then answered a fake telephone 
call. 
McAdams testified he wras driv­ 
ing past the McDaniel home and was 
compelled to swerve his car to avoid 
striking 
the 
McDaniel machine. 
It 
was standing in front of the McDaniel 
garage that faces the street. 
The state, through the presentation 
of two additional women wetnesses at­ 
tempted to show a scream was heard 
from the McDaniel home before l l 
o’clock the night of the murder. 
They 
were Miss Ida Buell, a school teacher, 
and Miss Ju lia Buell, employe of a 
real estate agency, neighbors of the 
McDaniel fam ily and sisters of Miss 
Edith Buell, who testified yesterday. 
The testimony given by McAdams 
was corroborated by Julius K. Werner, 
an employe of a hardware company. 
Mr. W erner declared he was riding 
with members of his fam ily in M c­ 
Adams’ car when it swerved to avoid 
striking McDaniel’s car. 
A man was 
standing beside it, he said, and the 
remark was made, “ McDaniel is taking 
his car into his garage.” 
The scream heard from the house 
of Prosecutor Oscar D. McDaniel, the 
night, of Ju ly 14, was that of his wife, 
on the charge of whose murder he is 
being tried, according to testimony to­ 
day. 
The witness hearing the acream was 
Mrs. W ilhelm ina Hermann, a neigh­ 
bor and friend of the slain woman. 
Mrs. Hermann hasbeen characterized 
bv the state as a “ star” witness. 
She 
had been ill for several weeks, and the 
state had feared for a time she would 
be unable to appear. 
“ I thought the scream sounded like 
Mrs. McDaniel,” she said, declaring 
sh** was in her bedroom less than IOU 
feet from th** McDaniel home. 
The witness said she heard “a ter­ 
rible scream,” that became unnatural 
as if choked. 
Mrs. Hermann was questioned by 
Bart M. Lockwood, special prosecutor, 
and cross-examined by Judge C. F. 
Stroup, chief counsel for the defense, 
who tried to bring out she had not 
heard Mrs. McDaniel scream.

That there is a coal shortage in Se­ 
dalia, or conditions very nearly ap­ 
proaching one, seems to be a fact, 
Monday night it was reported in the 
city council that local dealers refused 
to enter into contract with the city 
for furnishing its winter coal at any 
stated price, because of the uncertain 
conditions 
prevailing. 
Prices 
Ila vc 
gone up away beyond anything ever 
known here in the past. 
At the beginning of the season the 
City Light and Traction company had 
on hand in its yards at the gas plant 
1,900 tons of gas coke, and this fact 
lias relieved the situation to some ex­ 
tent. 
Up to this year tin* company 
has bad difficulty in disposing of this 
product at home and has been com­ 
pelled lo ship it to other cities for 
consumption. 
W ith the raise in price 
of coal and the apparent shortage, Se- 
dalians awoke to the fact that coke is 
a 
high 
class, 
economical fuel and 
many householders started in to use 
it and have met with success. After 
learning how to handle it every user 
has found that it is more satisfactory 
and more economical than coal. 
A great many persons are under the 
impression that coke when put upon 
the market has had its heating units 
taken from it by the process of dis­ 
tillation by which the gas is taken 
from it. 
But the truth is that there 
are more beat units in this product 
than in the ordinary run of soft coal 
used for fuel, there being 1,400 heat 
units to a pound of coke, to 1.200 to 
a pound of average soft coal. 
This is 
due to the fact that coke is made from 
a superior grade of coal, called gas 
coal, which has in its composition so 
tunny more heat units in its raw state 
that the extraction of its 
gas 
still 
leaves ii with more heat capacity than 
ordinary fuel coal. 
in spite of the fact of the raise in 
the price of coal the Traction com­ 
pany has not increased the price of 
coke from what it was a1 the begin­ 
ning of winter, because of its desire 
to educate the people of the city in its 
use and for the same reason it has 
declined to ship a ton outside although 
it has had offers for its entire output 
at a price very much in advance of 
w hat it is charging at retail to local 
consumers. 
As a matter cf fact, the 
coke 
tney 
are selling at $6 a ton 
would fetch from $8 to $9 if shipped 
away, according to company officials. 
The 1,000 tons that it had on hand 
at the start of the cold weather w ill 
not, of course, last long, but each day 
ten tons are made, and all of this w ill 
be sold right here in Sedalia to those 
who first place their orders. 
Manager 
Irelan, * of 
the 
Traction 
company, says that the coal situation 
is really a serious one, and declares 
that had it not been that his company 
had a large surplus on hand at the end 
of summer his plants would have suf­ 
fered 
very 
great inconvenience, tor 
they have received but two cars of 
coal since October 25. 
It seems al­ 
most impossible to get it from the 
mines, although contracts are in force 
which provides that a certain number 
of cars shall be delivered each month. 
The mines blame it to the railroads, 
and the railroads lay it to the shortage 
of cars. 
The truth seems to be that 
the mine operators are holding back 
trying to force up prices and make 
any excuse they can find so as not to 
fill orders at prices 
contracted 
last 
summer. 
It may b** that things may 
he relieved before winter is over, bu 
those in touch with conditions do not 
look tor any relief until warm wea­ 
ther. 
Meanwhile it behooves us all 
U) conserve the supply that we have.

Blood From Fowls and Then 
Hide in Daytime.

Tin' red mite is the worst enetn> 
the poultryinan has to contend with, 
and the very hardest one to fight. 
This pest is very small and normally 
is grayish in color, hut. more often, 
It presents a 
deep red 
color, be­ 
c a u se of the blood with which it is 
filled. 
Unless very numerous, the mites are 
seldom found on th e hens. T h e pests 
work on the hens at night, tilling their 
bodies with blood, aud bide beneath 
th e perches, and in cracks and cre v ­ 
ices near the roosting quarters daring 
the day. 
Whitewash is not very effective in 
lighting the red mite. A better spray­ 
ing material is coal oil emulsion. This 
is made by dissolving half a bar of 
laundry soap in hot water and adding 
half a gallon of coal oil. This mixture 
can be diluted with five gallons of 
water. 
The emulsion is best applied 
with a spray-pump, for the reason 
that the pump will put the fluid in 
cracks ami crevices that could not be 
raneked with a brush. 
The job of s p ra y in g must be very 
thoroughly dime. 
Some of the mites 
will likely escape tin* lirst spraying, 
and for this reason it is advisable to 
repeat tin* spraying in a few days, and 
again in a Week. to destroy tlit* mites 
that hatch from eggs.

fairs. 
Had Most R e m a r k a b l e Career. 
The death of Francis Joseph is a 
rem arkable clim ax to the long list of 
tragedies in the Hapsburg family-1- * 
list unparalleled in any oilier reigning 
house iii Europe. 
IL* dies in the midst 
of the w'orld’s greatest war, which he 
him self largely brought about by his 
determ ination to avenge the act of as­ 
sassination of his heir. the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, as the result of an 
alleged Serbian conspiracy, while on 
a state visit to Bosnia on Ju n e 28, 
1914. 
Francis Joseph was 86 years old at 
tile time of his death. 
H e was born 
August 18. I HJO. 
He was only 19 years 
of age when he ascended the throne 
of Austria, upon the abdication of Ids 
uncle, Ferdinand I, december 2. 1818, 
m aking his active reign extend over 
a period of sixty-eight years, lacking 
less than one month, all but the tw en­ 
ty-first of which he was also apostolic 
king of Hungary, 
it is doubtful if in 
all history there has been an active, 
authenticated reign that was longer. 
Tradition says a Pharaoh ruled fo** 
ninety-nine years, and there is the 
more credible instance of Ramoses II, 
Seostris of the Greeks, whose reign 
is reputed to have covered sixtv-seven 
years. 
But in recorded history there 
certainly has been no reign of equal 
duration 
to 
that of Francis Joseph. 
Louis XIV’, of France, was nom inally 
king for seventv-two years. 
He actu­ 
ally occupied (he throne for little more 
than half a century. 
A closer riva l, 
and the only one of modern times, was 
Q ueen-Victoria, who reigned for sixtv- 
four years. 
Reign a Most Eventful One. 
Aside from the great w ar Francis 
Jo seph ’s reign was one of the most 
eventful in history. 
From his im pe­ 
rial vantage point he saw the French 
m onarchy go down, the second em pire 
rise and crumble, the Commune flare 
briefly, and the republic of today rise 
on its ashes; he saw the black pinions 
of the Prussian eagle stamped on the 
flag of the new Germ an e m p ire - la te r 
to tow er threateningly over A ustria 
itself; he saw' the papacy shorn of its 
territorial demesne, 
w hile 
abort 
a 
b ick e rin g fam ily of petty principali­ 
ties was welded into united Ita ly : he 
saw Spain, once the greatest of colo­ 
nial powers, lose the last of her d**- 
pendencies in two oceans; he saw J a ­ 
pan opened to western civilization, and 
later defeat the spraw ling colossus of 
two continents: he saw the most ab­ 
solute despotism— Russia, T u rkey and 
P e rsia — concede representation to the 
people; he saw at a distance the U n it­ 
ed States cement its federation w ith 
the blood of a great internecine w’ar, 
anti lie saw his own brother prove ilia! 
m onarchy could not take new root, on 
Am erican soil. 
/ 
in his own country he faced internal 
dissensions and externa! aggressions 
from tile moment 
he cam e 
to 
the 
throne. 
By the w ar 
of 
1859 
w ith 
France and Sardinia, he was forced to 
cede Lombardy* lo Ita ly ; by force of 
arms and treaty lie lost the Duchy of 
H olstein to prussia and 
Venice 
to 
Ita ly ; and by the revolt of Kossuth, 
the Hungarian patriot, lie barely es­ 
caped having his dual em pire cut in 
two. 
A Man of M any Sorrows. 
But in human interest his personal 
sorrows overshadowed all. 
One after 
another they came upon him. 
In 1853 
the list of tragic incidents began w ith 
an attem pt upon his ow n life. 
In 1867 
his brot lier, the Archduke M axim ilian, 
after three years’ experiment as em­ 
peror of Mexico, was captured by the 
arm y of the patriots and condemned 
to death by a court m artial whose sen- 
l en ce 
was 
executed notwithstanding 
intercession in his behalf by the gov­ 
ernments of the United States, En g ­ 
land and Prussia. 
There followed the burning to death 
of a niece in Vienna; a sister met 
sim ilar fate in P a ris; and a cousin 
drowned himself in Stahrenberg lake. 
Y e t these were but m inor tragedies in 
comparison with that which befell the 
ancient house of the 
Hapsburgs 
ir 
1889 when Rudolf, the im perial prince 
upon whom the Austrians pinned their 
hopes, met death in a m ystery w hich 
to this day is not cleared.

Practice of Allowing Roosters Free­ 
dom of Flock A fter Hatching Sea­ 
son Is Over Is Bad.

T he one fault in lite management of 
farm flocks which, from the view point 
of improving iii** quality of market 
eggs, is worse than all others com­ 
bined, is the* almost universal practice 
of allowing the males the freedom of 
the hook after the hatching season is 
over. 
Nine-tenths of tile vast number 
of eggs that are candled out every 
summer as unfit for food are fertile* 
eggs in which the genii has start eel to 
develop. 
A temperature of TO de­ 
grees WHI si art the germ in a fertile 
egg to slow ly developing. 
A fertile 
egg subjected to a temperature of IDU 
degrees for 24 hours w ill he unfit for 
food. while an infertile egg may be 
subjected to Hie same temporal lire for 
a week and still he perfectly good for 
cooking purposes. 
The simple expedient of shutting 
up or 
disposing of the adult male 
birds as soon as tile b ald lin g season 
is over. if it should become the general 
custom, would result iii the* saving of 
a million of dollars’ worth of eggs 
every season. 
Another important ad­ 
vantage in having no males in the 
laying pens is the* fact that the liens 
without males running w ith them are 
much 
more gentle and quiet. 
The 
male is a disturbing factor.

Harbor-on-t he-Riiine. Nov. 22— One 
of the mort important wheels in the 
(terman war machine is Angust Thys- 
sen, in antebellum days coal and steel 
magnate of the first rank, but now, in 
view of the industrialization of war, 
general field marshal of tho industrial 
arm y, and collaborator .and confidant 
of Hindenburg. H e is smell and frail, 
but powerful as an industrial leader. 
Notwithstanding the tremendous scope 
of his work he clings stubbornly to 
old-fashioned methods where he him­ 
self is concerned. 
He will not tolerate a stenographer 
Cor his personal use, but writes ail 
i i letters by hand. H ;s correspond- 
, ace is large, much larger than he can 
attend to, along with his other duties 
at his office. 
So he takes wiiat is left* 
over home with him 
to 
his 
only 
luxury, his c a s tle home near Kettwig, 
and after dinner finishes it, if it takes 
until the w ee small hours of the morn­ 
ing. 
Despite his enormous wealth he has 
never personally owned an automo­ 
bile, nor w ill he ride in one to save 
his own lime. H e goes and cornea 
from his home to his office on foot or 
in a street car. 
H e wears a modest, 


dark-colored business spit instead of 
the formal “ morning suit” so gener­ 
ally affected Mf Germ any and look A 
less like a multi-millionaire than the 
average clerk. 
From the very outset of his climb 
from comparative poverty 
to 
great 
riches, ami above all to very great re­ 
nown as an industrial leader, H err 
Thvssen has steadfastly refused titles 
cf all kinds. 
In the late 60s he founded an iron 
establishment in Duisburg w itlr his 
total capital of 8,000 Thalers (about 
16,000) and 
n 1871 moved his plant 
to Muelheim on the 
Buhr, 
where 
there later came into existence the 
plant “ D eutsche Kaiser/* which to­ 
day includes one-tenth of 
the 
coal 
lands of W estphalia and gigantic steel 
mills. 
Just before the war there were 
employed some 20,000. men and the 
coal fields contained some 370 m il­ 
lions of cubic meters of coal 
He is 
now the principal own^r of 
half a 
dozer* huge industrial projects in the 
Rhineland.

All animals require plenty of good 
pure water. 
This is especially true 
of the milking cow’, as water consti­ 
tutes more than three-fourths of the 
volume of milk. 
The water supply, 
therefore, 
demands 
the 
dairyman’s 
most careful attention. 
Stale or im- 
imre water is distasteful to tile cow 
aud she will not drink enough for 
maximum milk production. 
Such wa­ 
ter may also 
carry 
disease 
germs 
which might make tile milk unsafe 
for human consumpt Iou or be danger­ 
ous to the cow herself. 
D u ;!ug the winter, when cows are 
stabled the greater part of the time, 
and unless arrangements have 
been 
laude to keep water before them all 
the time, they should be watered two 
or thr. e times a duy. 
If possible, the 
water should be lo or 20 degrees above 
the freezing point, and should be sup­ 
plied at practically the same temper­ 
ature* every day. 
If a boiler is used 
for running a separator or for heating 
water to w'ash aud sterilize utensils, 
steam from it can readily aud cheaply 
be used to warm the water.— Farm ­ 
ers’ Bulletin 743.

PAPER FROM CORN AND COTTON 
STALKS. 


The relation between demand and 
supply 
in 
the 
paper 
trade at the 
present time tends to 
stimulate in­ 
quiry as* to new kinds of raw mate­ 
rial. A writer in the New York Times 
opines that if 
the 
German govern­ 
ment’s institution for the testing of 
materials had known about the work 
of our department of agriculture dur­ 
ing the past eight y e n s it would not 
have claimed, as it did recently, that 
it had made a discovery by proving 
thai paper could be made from corn­ 
stalks. This, according to the writer, 
was proved at Washington in 1908, 
and the 
department 
of agriculture 
las 
experimentally 
produced paper 
every year since that time, not only 
I’rom this raw material but also from 
corn stalks and rice straw. In 1911 it 
published a bulletin printed on sev­ 
eral kinds of paper thus manufactur­ 
ed. and two or three leaves of this 
were from cotton stalks. The German 
testing office took pains to inform us 
that its 
“discovery” 
might 
be 
of 
great 
importance 
to 
the 
United 
States. 
But 
its importance had al­ 
ready been careful*' estimated here. 
In a commercial sense the manu- 
fa*‘tui“ of papei from cpu on stalks is 
not yet attractive. When such a pro- 
position is considered 
the questions 
to be answered are two: Will the pa­ 
per ha\e the 
qualities 
required and 
can it be made and sold at a reason­ 
able profit? 
The cotton stalk paper 
thus far produced is not good enough 
for news print. If it were suitable for 
such use it could not be sold profita­ 
bly in competition with paper from 
wood pulp. 
The yield per ton from 
raw material is low and it is difficult 
to bleach the bark. 
The 
fiber is 
short and of inferior strength. Better 
paper can be made from corn stalks, 
but here 
again 
present 
conditions 
would not permit profitable manufac* 
t tire.
